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INTRODUCTION. 


A portion of the sacred scrip- 
tures should always, if possible, 
be read before family prayer ; for 
remember, “faith cometh by hear- 
ing, and hearing by the word of 
God.” If we desire to be in- 
structed and made wise and in- 
telligent, we must pay a constant 
attention to the scriptures, for 
there we have truth unmixed with

error ; and by a proper attention to 
the things there taught, the mind 
will generally be brought into a 
proper state for prayer. 

Do any inquire, how much of 
the scriptures should be read at 
a time, and the best plan of read- 
ing them? As to the first point, 
it must depend entirely upon the 
leisure of the family : but, if only 
a few verses, or a whole chapter 
be read, let it be with the greatest 
reverence and solemnity. Re- 
member, it is God’s word, “which 
is able to make us wise unto sal- 
vation, through' faith in Christ 
Jesus — It is the word of him. 
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who will shortly come to be our 
judge. 

In answering the second ques- 
tion, “ What is the best method 
of reading the scriptures in the 
family ?” Probably as profitable 
a method, as can be adopted in 
the general way, will be to read 
them regularly ; taking a portion 
of the Old Testament one part 
of the day, and of the New, the 
other. We may read the Five 
Books of Moses, with the four 
Gospels, and the Book of Joshua 
with the Acts of the Apostles, 
between which, the analogy will 
appear most striking. 
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In reading these books toge- 
ther, we must bear in mind, that 
the Pentateuch contains the his- 
tory of the great Jewish Legis- 
lator, and the laws on which 
the Jewish Church should be es- 
tablished. ' The Gospels contain 
a history of Jesus Christ, the great 
Christian Legislator, and of those 
laws on which his church should 
be established, and by which it 
should be governed. The Book of 
Joshua contains an account of 
the establishment of the Jewish 
church, according to the promises . 
and declarations of God. So like- 
wise, the Acts of the Apostles 
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give an account of the actual es- 
tablishment of the Christian Church, 
. according to the predictions and 
promises of Christ. What is 
pointed out in the Old Testa- 
ment by types and shadows, is 
clearly and fully expressed in the 
New. 

The analogies are so abundant 
between the Old and the New 
Testaments, that time would fail 
to enumerate them. It is on this 
principle, that they should both 
be read together; as both Testa- 
ments, not only throw light upon 
each other, but like to flames when 
joined together, their united light 
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shines with greater splendor and 
glory. 

In recommending the Pentateuch and book 
of Joshua to be read with the Gospels 
and Acts of the Apostles ; I would advise 
the heads of families, to confine them- 
selves very closely to these chapters, ap- 
pointed by our Church to be read, for the 
daily lessons ; and, therefore, beg to give the 
following statement : — 

Gen. i. to ix.; xii. to the end. Exod. ii. 
to xx.; xxiii. to the end. Levit. xvi. ; xxiii. 
to the end. Numb. xi. to xxv. ; xxvii. to 
xxx. xxxii. xxxv. xxxvi. Deut. i. to xxi. ; 
xxvi. to the end. Josh. i. to. x. ; xxii. to the 
end. 
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PREFACE. 


The author of these prayers, has 
been recently calling the attention 
of his parishioners to the important 
duty of family worship. To assist 
his people in their devotional ex- 
ercises, and to encourage those who 
had neglected to begin the whole- 
some practice of family prayer, 
he was desirous of putting into 
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their hands a short and cheap 
manual. He considered it might 
also prove an useful supplement 
to those family prayers already 
in use, among some of his pa- 
rishioners. 

The following considerations are 
submitted to the heads of fa- 
milies, who are placed in a most 
responsible situation. They have 
to train up their children in the 
nurture and admonition of the 
Lord, and to rule well their wn 
households. Nor is it the least 
important part of their duty, to 
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teach their families their entire 
dependance upon God ; and to 
lead them, by prayer and suppli- 
cation with thanksgiving, to make 
their requests known unto him. 
Joshua felt the importance of family 
religion, and he came to this re- 
solution : “ as for me and my house, 
we will serve the Lord.” It is 
hoped, the heads of families will 
see the importance of the charge 
committed to their trust, and will 
endeavour to discharge the duties 
which devolve upon them. 

It is a chief object of these

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prayers, to lead the worshippers 
to a sense and confession of their 
own sinfulness, and then, to that 
full and free mercy which is trea- 
sured up in Christ Jesus; that they 
may be brought to rely upon him, 
in the exercise of true repentance, 
and a lively faith. 

Plainness and simplicity have 
been studied in the composition, 
and scriptural language has been 
generally adopted, as it was felt 
desirable to express our wants, as 
far as possible, in language dictated 
by the Spirit of God. With the 
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VII 


view of enriching the work with 
some of the devotion and propriety 
of expression adopted by the 
Church of England, quotations 
have been frequently made from 
our sublime, and almost inspired 
Liturgy. 

Short prayers have been added 
for particular occasions, such as 
Ash Wednesday, and the religious 
festivals of the Church ; the com- 
mencement and conclusion of the 
year ; and the seasons of sicknesss 
and death. These supplementary 
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forms, may be used with the morn- 
ing and evening prayer of the day. 
The excellent prayers for Ash Wed- 
nesday, are taken from the Commina- 
tion service of the Church of Eng- 
land ; as the writer felt convinced, 
that any thing he could produce, 
would fall infinitely short of those 
excellent compositions, which are 
particularly recommended to the 
attention of families, during the 
season of Lent. 

No prayers have been added 
for the express use of individuals. 
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as the prayers in this little manual, 
will serve for a single person in 
the closet, as well as for a family, 
by changing the plural for the sin- 
gular number. 

The writer feels by no means < 
satisfied with the performance now 
offered to his people, but he has 
done what he could, and he sends 
it forth, humbly imploring the 
divine blessing upon it. If it 
prove the cause of prayer being 
offered up in those families where 
prayer has been neglected, or the 
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means of leading one sinner to 
Christ, the writer will have abun- 
dant cause for gratitude, and will 
consider it a rich compensation 
for his labour.

Enable us to look to thee for grace 
and strength, that our feet may be 
found in the way of peace, that we 
may daily grow in grace. 

Preserve us from coldness and 
indifference in our devotions. Grant 
that our desires may be ever up 
unto thee, and that we may watch 
and pray, that we grieve not thy 
Holy Spirit. 

In all the trials of life, which we 
may be called to endure, may thy 
grace support us ; and in all the 
changes of this mortal life, may 
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our hearts surely there be fixed, 
where true joys alone are to be 
found. Let not our necessary con- 
nexions with the world draw us 
from thee, or deaden our affections 
towards thee; but may we walk 
before thee in righteousness, having 
respect to the great recompense of 
reward.

Let the wicked be turned 
from the error of their ways, and 
become obedient to the gospel. 
Open the eyes of those who are 
seeking happiness in the world, to 
see the vanity of all earthly things, 
that they may turn unto thee. 

Look in pity upon those, who are 
wholly taken up with the affairs of 
this life. Grant that they may 
begin to inquire : “ how shall we 
escape, if we neglect so great sal- 
vation.” May they seek to lay 
hold upon the hope set before them. 
Preserve those who love thee, in 
the faith of the gospel, that they 
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may never grow weary in well do- 
ing, or turn aside to the ways of 
sin. Bless us, as a family, and all 
with whom we are connected. 
Grant that all may become new 
creatures in Christ Jesus, and be 
united in the bonds of the gospel. 
Have mercy upon all our enemies, 
and turn them unto thee. 

We thank thee, O Lord, for the 
mercies of the past day, and of the 
past week.

Thou hast pre- 
served us in our going out, and 
coming in, so that no harm has 
happened to us, nor any calamity 
befallen us. Thou hast blessed us 
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in our engagements, and prospered 
us in our undertakings. We also 
thank thee for the spiritual bless- 
ings which thou hast provided for 
us in Christ Jesus. Continue 
them, we pray thee, and grant 
that we may improve them to the 
salvation of our souls. 

We beseech thee, O Lord, to 
protect us this night, and grant us 
quiet repose. Grant that we may 
be refreshed for the duties of thy 
own day, and therein be enabled to 
praise thee aright. 

Enable us, by patient continu- 
ance in well doing, to hold fast the 
profession of our faith without wa- 
vering ; knowing that in due season 
we shall reap if we faint not. 
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Hear and answer us for Jesus 
Christ’s sake, who hath taught us 
when we pray, to say.
